Upon completion, the school 
will accommodate 4,000 boys and 
girls in three shifts throughout the 

The Canadian International 
Development Agency has com¬ 
mitted to match money raised by 
Rotary clubs to build the school, 
currently under construction, to a 
maximum $518,000. 

As part of the school-building 
project, a national awareness cam¬ 
paign will be launched on Aug. 20, 
bringing to light the lifestyles of 
people living in Afghanistan and 
breaking down the stigmas of a 
war-torn nation. 

The campaign will work to 

students, educating them about 
cultural differences and Canadian 
development efforts that are 
underway. 

Connie Roberts, of Roberts 
Marketing, has been working with 
Canadian Rotary Collaboration 
for International Development to 
create and promote the upcoming 


Challenge. 

campaign. 

To help convey the message and 
emotions of the project, Roberts 
enlisted the help of singer-song- 
writer and Welland native Janie 
Grand to create an official song for 
the campaign. 

More I Want to Know, produced 
by Pelham’s Mark Lalama, will be 


available for download on the proj¬ 
ect website beginning in August. 

“We sometimes lose sight of how 
fortunate we are as Canadians,” 
Roberts said, which is why the 
song begs the question “Are you 
part of something more?” 

The whole point of the aware¬ 
ness campaign, she said, is to 


get youth to think beyond the 
Canadian borders. 

The point is to have youth think 
about “life that goes on in the 
country, outside the conflict,” said 
CRCID program officer Morgan

Accursi, a former chair of Big 
Brothers of Welland County and 
hockey, baseball and lacrosse 
coach, said the youth in town 
need more resources such as a 
skateboard park, bike paths and 
other activity centres. 

For 10 years, he was a home¬ 
builder and has been involved 
in residential and commercial 
property development since 
1975. 

The future of town-owned 
land at Rice Rd. and Regional 
Rd. 20 will be a key issue for 
the next council, Accursi said. 

The town should not dispose 
of it until it is clear it has served 


the town’s needs, he said. 

Pelham has three wards with 
each sending two represen¬ 
tatives to council. All eligible 
residents can vote for mayor 
and the regional councillor. 
So for, Augustyn and Cook are 
running for mayor and Pelham 
Regional Coun. Brian Baty is 
standing for re-election.
